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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the patent to Taylor *580 (Taylor is inventor see 
bottom of patent, Webb is the head of NASA and an assignee) discloses in the specification (col.2» lines 21-23) that the flexible structures 
of the invention are useful as diaphragms in pressure responsive devices of which hydraulic accumulators with bladders contain a 
diaphragm formed by the bladder and is a pressure responsive device, therefore the argument that Taylor is for use only as a chemical 
storage tank is not persuasive, and the use of such to modify a bladder arrangement in the base reference is taught by Taylor which 
teaches the same use. With respect to the use of Legrand to reject claims 1 1 and 19, the arguments are persuasive and the rejections 
under this reference are dropped and would be allowable if placed in independent form. As set forth above, the arguments and new 
language overcome the new matter rejection. 
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
